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Youth sentenced 
in traftic death

An East Jordan teen who 
pleaded no contest to negligent 
homicide in a 1995 traffic acci- 
dent received the maximum pen- 
alty in a July 3 adjudication in 
Charlevoix County Probate 
Court. 

Judge Frederick R. Mulhaus- 
er said Steve Moore, 16 at the 
time of the Nov. 5 accident, 
received a two-year probation 
with some detention for con- 
tributing to the death of Jenice 
Gardner, 21, of East Jordan. A 
second East Jordan teen in- 
volved in what was described 
by a witness as a game of “car 
tag,” Melissa Charbeneau, was 
cleared by a Probate Court jury 
in June. 

“He received a two-year pro- 
bation with some detention and 
withlots of community service,” 
said Mulhauser in a July 9 inter- 
view. “If this were committed 
by an adult, he or she could be 
sentenced to anywhere from 
zero to 15 years in jail, bui that 
type of sentence cannot be im- 
plemented in juvenile court. 

“He got about the maximum 
allowed under juvenile court,” 
Mulhauser continued. “Hope- 
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fully, when he gets out he will 
be a better person.” 

The court ordered Moore to 
serve 180 days in non-secure 
detention, with 90 days to be 
served as soon as It can be 
arranged, and 90 days held in 
abeyance. Moore was placed 
in the temporary custody of the 
court and will be placed with 
his parents. 

Moore was ordered to pay a 
$20 crime victim’s rights as- 
sessment fee and a $75 court 
service fee monthly starting 
Aug. 3. He will be required to 
perform 1,000 hours of com- 
munity service work, 

When not in detention, 
Moore is to be in school, em- 
ployed full time or performing 
30 hours of community ser- 
vice work per week, in addi- 
tion to the 1,000 hours previ- 
ously ordered. 

Moore’s driver’s license will 
be suspended for two years, 
and six. points added to his li- 
cense by the Secretary of 
State’s office. 

The court also ordered fam- 
ily counseling. Moore is to re- 
main on probation until his 19th 
birthday. Early release may be 
requested with a court hearing.

Sheriff announces 


stricter enforcement 


Due to the increase in the number of complaints and 
violations from the careless operation of personal watercraft 
(PWCs), the Charlevoix County Marine patrol will be strictly 
enforcing marine laws pertaining to their use. 

Some of the key laws that the Marine Division will be 
paying particularly close attention to are as follows: 

M@ Any operator or occupant on board a PWC must at all 
times be wearing a Coast Guard-approved personal flotation 
device that fits and is in good serviceable condition. 

@ A person shall not operate a PWC between the hours 


from sunset to sunrise. 


@ Whenever a PWC is within 100 feet of an anchored boat, 
raft, dock, pier, buoyed or occupied swim area, the PWC 
must be operated at an idle — slow no-wake speed. 

@ A PWC shall not cross within 150 feet behind another 
vessel, other than a personal water craft, that is traveling ata 
speed greater than slow-no wake. 

A PWC shall not be operated by a person under J 2 years 


old. 


WA person 12 through 15 years of age may operate a PWC 
on the waters of the state only when accompanied by a person 
16 years of age or older or when in possession (physically on 
board the PWC) of a boating safety certificate. 

W@ The owner of a PWC or the person having charge over 
or control of a PWC shall not authorize or knowingly permit 
the PWC to be operated in violation of the above age limit
